HIGH SCHOOL BOYS GAMBLING. 


Up in Sacramento they have discovered that their high school 
students who hang around pool rooms are engaged in gambling. 
That may be news to Sacramento, but it is no news to any one who 
knows anything of the conditions that surround many of the pool 
rooms in the various towns of this state. While there is no harm 
in playing pool, and while many colleges and schonls have billiard 
and pool tables, and while Y. M. C. A. and other semi-religious or- 
ganizations have such amusements, yet the surrounding of pool 
rooms is such that they are, for most youths who become their hab- 
itues, the anti-chambers of the saloon and the sure road to ruin. 

That gambling goes on in them as a rule, under one form or 
another, is no novelty, because everyone who knows anything about 
such institutions in general knows that that is true, and that if they 
do nothing more they form an easy rendezvous for weak boys and 
sharp criminals to meet, and of course it is not long before the latter 
make of the former criminals like themselves. 

If nothing more were true than that the boys who frequent them 
spent time there which could be much better spent elsewhere, the 
subject would, be one that should attract public attention. It is 
evident that boys can not loaf around any place, if it were a church,

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clear heads and bright intellects as they should have. 

Primarily, of course, the fault lies with the parents, but back 
of the parents are the foolish members of the Legislature and the 
school directors, who have forbidden home work for their pupils 
for fear that the dear children will overwork themselves. Did their 
fathers and mothers overwork themselves by home work? No, they 
managed to do home work and to keep decent at the same time, and 
that is more than many of their descendants are doing. 

Then the children had home work, when they went to school to 
learn, there was no need of juvenile courts, or reform schools, or pro- 
bation officers, and it was not impossible to find a boy fitted to enter 
West Point or Annapolis, or to occupy a position where some knowl- 
edge of mathematics was required. We have been so careful to pre- 
serve the children from overstudy that we have very nearly 
them. 

Would it not be vetter that the boys who are gambling in Sacra- 
mento and other towns that it would not be difficult to name, who 
spend their evenings engaged in many occupations that they would 
far better not even know existed, who are a source of scandal and 
sin, would it not be better that they were home working out a prob- 
lem in algebra or geometry, or trying to learn something of the his- 
tory of their country, of which most of them are woefully ig- 
norant? 

There is no question but that things in educational matters need 
a stirring up and that more discipline, and more study, and less non- 
sense are becoming absolutely a necessity, unless our educational 
system, for which this state spends $9,000,000 annually, is not to 
break down. It is a mournful outlook and we can only hope that the 
next Legislature, wiser than its predecessors, will sit down on all 
the faddists, who are ruining alike our schools and their pupils.

LOOTING A RAILROAD. 


If the testimony of former President Mellen of the New Haven 
& Hartford railroad be true, and there is no reason to doubt. his 
veracity, the looting of the road of which he was the president was 
an enormous steal, and as great a piece of dishonesty as this or any 
other country except France has ever seen. The fact that the thieves 
were high financiers and that they have spent their ill-gotten goods 
purchasing the rarest collections of artistic work that other thieves 
as a rule have stolen from churches and museums to sell them, does 
not change in the least the fact that the whole transaction was dis- 
honest, and the fact that the ‘‘deal’’ was engineered by the late John 
Pierpont Morgan does not make the transaction any the less criminal. 
If the statement be true that Mellen is giving the public, Morgan was 
just as dishonest and is just as much of a thief as though he had 
been some half starving tramp or negro who stole 50 cents from a 
store till, or snatched a pocketbook on the publie street. 

It is the fact that those so high in social and financial positions 
should be so dishonest that makes for the debasement of the whole 
community, and if the government does its duty it will force the 
estate of Morgan to disgorge tne millions he has unlawfully ae- 
quired, and will send William Rockefeller, his living colleague, to 
the prison where he belongs. There is far less excuse for those men 
stealing millions than there is for a poor man stealing dimes. The 
example they have set alone demands that they be held up to the 
contempt of the whole nation. 

Already, however, the plea that a rich man without principle 
ever invokes is being nlade. We are told that Mr. William Rocke- 
feller is sick on his estate in the South and that it would be dangerous 
to his health to insist upon his appearing before the Interstate Com- 
merce Comuinission. But why should this millionaire be excused? 


The many thousands of persons who have been made paupers that 
he might gain unlawful wealth are sick, too; some of them are dead, 
dying by their own hand in despair at their financial ruin. 
should the law make fish of one and flesh of the other? 

The story of the looting of the great New England road is one 
that if it had been done on a smaller scale by insignificant people 
would have been denounced by the Morgans and the Rockefellers 
as acrime. And yet those men are allowed to violate every law of 
the land and no one seemingly dares raise a hand against them. 
They steal with impunity, they receive stolen goods and pay enor- 
mous prices to the thieves for the objects of their thefts, and yet they 
are not charged with being ‘‘fences’’ for stolen goods, which is 
exactly what they are. It is those things, it is this difference in the 
law, it is this one law for the rich embezzler and manipulator and 
another for the poor thief that breeds anarchy and creates revolu- 
tion. The laws are all right. The country is all right, but the 
application of the laws, and the management of the country is often 
all wrong, and it is that which must be remedied. 


THE COLONEL ON THE WAR PATH. 


Roosevelt is home and although he had a very hard trip, and 
was sicker than he ever was before in his life, yet he announces 
that he will at once take up the cudgels for free tolls through the 
Panama canal and that he will fight the treaty which Bryan has 
concluded with Columbia, by which we apologize to that country 
for not allowing her to hold us up and agree to pay $25,000,000 to 
her politicians to: quiet their clamors. 

We are glad that the Colonel is once more on deck. He may 
be able to put some vigor in the weak kneed outfit who have con- 
sented to give away everything to please foreign countries. He will 
at least not allow the plan of the President and the seerétary of 
state to go unchallenged and he will raise an issue between them 
and the American people which will give the latter a chance to be 
heard, and their opposition to the miserable management of the for- 
eign affairs of this country by the present administration. 

The Colonel is a fighter and he knows the real condition of af- 
fairs. Admittedly under his administration this country stood very 
high in the opinion of the world, while now it stands very low. His 
policy was one not of war, but of preparation for war. He did not 
believe in smiling when American soldiers are murdered and say 
that ‘‘the incident’’ is one of no importance. 


The resources of the new federal reserve bank system will be 
$9,000,000,000, while that of state banks not in the system will be 
$14,000,000,000, so that the banking facilities of the country will be 
$23,000,000,000, or over $230 per capital for every man, woman or 
child in the country. That ought to prevent panies if anything will. 


The City Council seems to have been able to do more talking and 
less work than almost any legislative body in the state. What Rich- 
mond needs now is less talk and more action.
